I wonder how many of us are ac- 
quainted with this great monster jeal- 
ousy. 

Dear readers, we feel that it is one of 
the besetting sins of today. We need our 
minds stirred in regard to this. You will 
find this in most of our churches and in 
many of our homes. It is even among our 
Christian ministry. I wonder if we are 
not somewhat jealous and envious of one 
another if the other fellow prospers and 
succeeds better in his work than we do. 

Are you sad at someone’s happiness? 
Do you feel unpleasant in view of the 
success or good fortune of another? Can 
you rejoice at their failure or mishap? It 
is one of the most fiendish and awful 
sins the mind of man can conceive of or 
the ingenuity of the devil devise. 

Perhaps it is impossible for you to even 
hear the names of some people mentioned 
without feeling the stirring of jealousy 
in your heart. Many can not see others 
succeed or prosper without feeling ugly 
about it. They delight to speak of the 
faults and failures rather than the gifts 
and graces of those more talented, and 
consecrated, and appreciated. What a 
horrible sin. Lord God Almighty, deliver 
us from its awful contaminating, blight- 
ing, damning touch. : 

Jealousy is found even in the pulpit, 
among the ministers of the gospel. Some- 
one preaches a better sermon and is praised 
by the people. Then if we are not careful 
we will feel all ugly inside. Perhaps a for- 
mer pastor will return and be invited out 
to homes that the present pastor is never 
invited to. He can hardly stand the test. 

Someone may say to the other minister, 
“J wish we could hear such sermons often. 
We don’t get much of that sort of 
preaching. It was the grandest sermon I 
have heard in a long time.” And the pres- 
ent pastor that feels he preaches sermons 
often that display much more thought 
and study than the one preached by the 
brother minister, and he is somewhat jeal- 
ous. O friend, how we need to be deliv- 
ered from this sin! Is it possible for us 
to see any one elevated while we are not, 
without feeling envious over it? Can we 
rejoice when someone is noticed and 
praised while we are neglected? If not, 
then hadn’t we better ask the great Holy 
Ghost to keep us from such an awful 
sin? 

We need the depth of experience in the 
holy life, and that submerging in the 
Spirit and the peace of God, that will 
save us from all the inward stirrings and 
strife of jealousy. 

“And the peace of God, which passeth

all understanding, shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus,” Phil. 
4:7. 

“Great peace have they which love thy 
law: and nething shall offend them,” Psa. 
119:165. 

Yes, brother, it says “nothing shall of- 
fend them,” nothing shall throw you off, 
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nobody will ruffle your feelings, if God 
has full control. Even every upsetting 
circumstance will only make us cling 
closer to Him. 

Jealousy plays a big part. If you don’t 
think so, listen to some of its past his- 
tory: / 

Jealousy caused the first murder, led 
Cain to kill Abel. Jealousy was the reason 
for Joseph being sold into slavery. It 
caused trouble between Esau and Jacob. 
It caused Miriam and Aaron to speak 
against Moses. It was the reason for re- 
bellion among the Israelites when so many 
were slain. Saul was jealous of David and 
sought to take his life. It was jealousy 
that caused the princes to plan the death 
of Daniel and led him to the lions’ den. 
Jealousy caused the trouble between Ha- 
man and Mordecai. The elder brother 
would not rejoice when the prodigal re- 


* turned because he was jealous. The chief 


priest and Pharisees were envious of Je- 
sus. It was jealousy that stood behind the 
tragedy of cross as one of the main causes 
of the death of Christ. Jealousy, envy and 
hatred did not stop until Christ was dead 
and beyond the power of bramble, ham- 
mer or spear. 

Jealousy causes great wars, agitates the 
nations, fills our divorce courts and keeps 
the criminal lawyers busy with murder 
cases. Now if this great monster isn’t 
worth our consideration, tell me the rea- 
son why.

‘And upon the earth distress of 
tions, with perplexity the sea and 
waves roaring,” Luke 21:25. 
The strife and revolution predicted 
here by the Lord Jesus as one of the signs 
of the approaching end or the present age

is abundant evidence. There have been 
many wars, earthquakes and storms since 
Jesus was crucified. The World War was 
one of the worst and most destructive 
conflicts that the nations of earth ever 
engaged in, but we believe this present 
war is the culmination of disturbances 
among the nations. When the sea is used 
as presenting a prophecy picture, it has 
reference to the people of the earth. Dan- 
iel said, “I saw in my vision by night, 
and, behold, the four winds of heaven 
strove upon the great sea. And four great 
beasts came up from the sea, diverse one 
from another,” Dan. 7:2, 3. The angel 
in explaining this vision to Daniel, said, 
“These great beasts, which are four, are 
great kings, which shall arise out of the 
earth,” Dan. 7:17. 

Scores of revolutions have taken place 
since the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. Crownheads have fallen before 
firing squads, ancient empires have top- 
pled into the dust, and many revolutions 
have followed with dizzying rapidity. The 
revolution which had its beginning in 
Russia in 1917 has been more or less con- 
tinuous ever since. It is doubtful if any 
single uprising or any storm from the peo- 
ple has ever had such far-reaching effects 
as the one just mentioned. Lenin, before 
he could shake the nation into complete 
subjection, set up a communistic whole- 
sale murder and murdered twenty-eight 
bishops, 1,215 priests, 6,575 teachers, 8,- 
800 doctors, 54,850 officers, 260,000 sol- 
diers, 160,000 police officers, 48,000 ger- 
darmes, 12,850 officials, 355,250 intellec- 
tuals, 198,000 workers and 915,000 peas- 
ants. Since that time the godless Soviet 
government has maintained itself through 


a reign of terror largely carried on 
through the agency of a gigantic secret 
police system. 

The ancient kingdom of Spain was 
visited with several years of revolution of 
the most bloody and violent nature. Sim- 
ilar revolutions have swept many coun- 
tries, one government after another re- 
volting against their supreme ruler. Eng- 
land on whose flag the sun never sets has 
been continually faced with revolutions. 
Our beloved United States has not escaped 
strikes, riots, hunger marches, and mass 
demonstrations throughout the country. 
This reveals the dissatisfaction among the 
American people. The war between capi- 
tal and labor involved thousands of peo- 
ple and in many instances it has been 
unreasonable and brutal. Many have lost 
their lives in riots. This is bringing out 
the very thought that Jesus had in mind 
when He spoke of the disturbances that 
would come before He came back to 
earth again. Many destroyers of the pro- 
ducts of the land have spread over the 
country bringing to pass the predictions 
of our Lord and Savior. In all this we 
see that great day of the Lord approach- 
ing. 

The present war in Europe certainly 
must be the climax of these wars and 
disturbances. These things were to con- 
tinue until the coming of Jesus. With the 
modern methods of warfare, we can’t see 
how the nations can hardly survive. The 
aerial service is so complete that war is 
not anything like it used to be. They can 
do more damage in one day than the old 
method of cavalry, infantry and artillery 
could do in a month. Think of the awful 
destruction of the Japanese war in China. 
Large skyscrapers were split from top to 
bottom in just a few minutes. Passenger 
stations were blown up as trains entered. 
Women and children were murdered by 
the thousands. Never in all the history of 
the world has war been so cruel as it is 
now. The innocent women and children 
are being slain just the same as the sol- 
diers. Warfare in previous generations 
took care of women and children, but 
now they drop their bombs into their 
camps, even among the wounded soldiers

in hospitals. They have no regard for hu- 
man life, and if this warfare that is now 
on in Europe keeps up, it will almost ex- 
terminate the human family. 

Of course we know that there will be 
millions of people left for the last great 
conflict. It is the private opinion of the 
Editor that the final outcome of this war 
will be one of the greatest horrors the 
world has ever heard about. From what 
we can gather from newspapers we see 
that prophecy is being fulfilled in this 
awful conflict. If no other nations enter 
the war except those now engaged, it 
would hardly be possible for this to be 
the last one before the rapture. In my 
opinion other nations will be involved be- 
fore it is over. 

Russia and Italy seem to be neutral but 
they are continually mobilizing and get- 
ting their forces ready. The United States 
doesn’t want to go into the war but if 
this is the last conflict before the tribula- 
tion week begins, she will certainly be in- 
volved. The dictators of the different 
European countries are certainly forerun- 
ners of Antichrist but neither of them 
could be Antichrist himself for the Bible 
tells us where he shall come from. 


“And when they shall have finished 


their testimony, the beast that ascendeth- 


out of the bottomless pit shall make war 
against them, and shall overcome them, 
and kill them,” Rev. 11:7. 

“The beast that thou sawest was, and 
is not; and shall ascend out of the bot- 
tomless pit, and go into perdition: and 
they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, 
whose names were not written in the 
book of life from the foundation of the 
world, when they behold the beast that 
was, and is not, and yet is. And here is the 
mind which hath wisdom. The seven 
heads are seven mountains, on which the 
woman sitteth. And there are seven kings:

And the 
beast that was, and is not, even he is the 
eighth, and is of the seven, and goeth 
into perdition,” Rev. 17:8-11. 

History says that Antiochus Epipha- 
nes was of the seventh kingdom, and he 
shall be the eighth ruler. He persecuted 
the Jews more than any man of his day. 
He. was a Syrian ruler and was over the 
country of Italy which is called the Rom- 
an province. Following up the awful 
spirit of tyranny, we can see in this man 
a fulfillment of the prophecies of the man 
of sin. He had for his emblem an ax and 
a bundle of sticks. For many years now 
the Roman people have been working to 
revive this emblem. Mussolini is follow- 
ing closely in the steps of this man of 
sin and it is the opinion of this Editor 
that he is being used to pave the way for 
the man of sin. The Russian government 
has denied God and with their force of

Holiness and Spiritual Health 

Holiness is spiritual health. Lack of 
holiness brings spiritual decay and death. 

It is most encouraging and inspiring to 
see a new convert triumphing over sin 
and thirsting for holiness. So many seem 
to make a start in the Christian life who 
manifest no such thirst. 

1. It is a good sign to see the young 
Christian thirsting for and going on to 
holiness. It is an indication of normal, 
spiritual health. That holiness which be- 
comes God’s house “forever” is the at- 
mosphere in which the vigorous thriving 
Christian lives. 

2. The Christian who lacks the spirit 
of holiness is useless in the service of 
God. It is of such that dead churches are 
composed. They have “nothing but 
leaves.” They bear no fruit and sooner or 
later they wither under the curse of God. 
Too many over the land belong to this 
class. 

3. Holiness is described as an inward 
experience, which is demonstrated in out- 
ward fruits and blessings, not that it 
gets a man into heaven so much as to get 
heaven into a man, until at last heaven 
shall be within and without him for ever 
and ever. 

4. Holiness is not a matter of conform- 
ity to laws and regulations so much but 
it is the cleansing and renewing of 
the secret and-hidden parts of a man’s 
life. It is to have the springs and foun- 
tain clean and clear. Then the fruits, 
graces and other desirable things natural- 
ly follow. The Psalmist said, “All my 
springs are in thee” (Psa. 87:7). 

§. This condition gives a new and 
greater sensitiveness to sin and its very 
approach, and that is a sign of spiritual 
health. The best remedy against disease 
germs is health, then to serve God “in 
the beauty of holiness,” which is whole- 
ness, is the best guarantee against spiritual 
weakness and decline. 

Not a Popular Employment 

How true that seeking holiness is not 
a popular employment, even among 
Christians, but holiness was never more 
needed than now. We have abundant ac- 
tivity and machinery in our churches, 
but we need holiness more than all else. 
Every one of us should quietly seek for a 
closer walk with God; not talk about it, 
not run around trying to impress others 
with our sanctity, but just cultivate and 
live the holy life for God’s glory. Your 
life will tell, God will bless us, it is His 
way to bless and work through channels 
that are clean and empty and yielded. 


Pray More—Talk Less 

In a certain city church the pastor, a 
very able man, was unsound in doctrine. 
There were three godly men in that 
church who were aware of this serious 
fault in their pastor. They did not go 
around among the congregation stirring 
up dissatisfaction with the pastor, but 
they covenated together to meet each 
Saturday night and pray for him. Satur- 
day after Saturday they met and prayed 
until late in the night and then on Sun- 
day morning they would go to church, sit 
in their places and watch for the answer 
to their prayers. One Sunday morning, as 
usual, the pastor arose to speak, but it 
soon became evident that God had trans- 
formed his ideas and the man was himself 
transformed and it is stated that the 
greatest revival this city had ever had 
came through the man who was trans- 
formed by the prayers of his members. It 
is certain that if we would talk less to 
one another against our ministers, and 
more to God on their behalf, we would 
have far better ministers than we have 
now. 

“Revivals are the result of Christians 
‘walking by the Spirit.’ They should not 
come at intervals, but every healthy 
church should be experiencing one con- 
stant revival, and every healthy Chris- 
tian should be conquering sinfulness in 


‘the flesh and enjoying a daily walk with 


God and power with both God and man.” 

“To be happy you must work. The 
most miserable .people in this world are 
those who do not work and who live 
without aims or ambitions.”

“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood,” Acts 20:

As we are coming to the close of an- 
other year, also nearing the coming of 
the Son of man, my thoughts have been 
on this blood-bought Church in many 
ways. We see the church being underfed, 
spiritually. As the time is almost here to 
place pastors for another year, I have been 
thinking how many ministers are looking 
forward to where they are going. Are they 
thinking of the church that can feed 
them, or are they asking God to place 
them over the church they can feed and 
take care of? Many times we let ourselves 
get in the way and God can’t use us to 
His glory. : 

It is with regret that I say the Church 
as a whole is not where it ought to be. 
We don’t stand by the rulings and teach- 
ings of the Church as we should. The pas- 
tors in some places are letting down on 
the standard. We say we have the nearest 
teaching to the Bible burt lots of times we 
fail to practice what we teach. We see 
many large towns where there is no 
Church of God and people know nothing 
about it, when God’s Word said, “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel.” 
Many times ministers seem to be afraid 
they won’t get pay for going in the new 
fields, but God tells us He will be with 
us and supply our needs. In_ these last 
days God expects this gospel to be carried 
to all the world. We have missionaries in 
the far-off field, still there is much mis- 
sion work near by that could be done. 
Can we say like Paul, “I am pure from 
the blood of all men”? Can we say we 
have cared for and fed this blood-bought 
Church as we should? 

Not long ago a pastor and some mem- 
bers were talking about a member who 
hadn’t been to church for a long time. 
The pastor said to the members, “If any 
of you see him, talk to him, for I don’t 
think I would know him.” He had been 
pastoring the place for almost two years 
and that member lived seven or eight 
miles from the church. 

Now for the members of the local 
blood-bought churches. We often see 


some who want to boost the Church by 
word of mouth, but I am glad that the 
Word says, “If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments.”:. If we love this Church we 
are going to support it and the pastor. I 
have known of churches where the mem- 
bers said they loved their. pastor. He 
would buy gas and ride eighteen or twen- 
ty miles to midweek prayer meeting and 
maybe only one or perhaps not even one 
male member be there, some living in a 
mile of the church; but when they did 
take a notion to come, how they met that 
pastor with a big hug and kiss. Some- 
times I can’t help but be reminded of 
Judas in the garden. Lots of times we 
hear some say, “Poor Brother So and So, 
I know he is having it hard, but God 
knows I am doing all I can to help him. 
God knows my heart.” Yes, He does! “I 
would pay my tithes but I just can’t, I 
am going to pay them some day,” but 
just let that member get sick and he can 
make arrangements to pay the druggist or 
doctor when the Church of God teaches 
divine healing, and we ought to practice 
it. Many times they say, “I haven’t got 
the faith to trust the Lord with my 
body,” when God’s Word says, “Without 
faith it is impossible to please God.” God, 
help us to get a glimpse of the price of 
this Church. 


I have known members who didn’t 
pay tithes, trust the Lord with their 
bodies or have the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but when the church was to meet 
in conference or business they would be 
sure to be there to be foreman of the busi- 
ness part. No wonder the Church has al- 
most lost its power. God, help us to not 
stand in the way; let’s move up or out of 
the way. Don’t be a hindrance or bring 
reproach on this priceless Church. I have 
visited two other churches of other de- 
nominations recently and they seemed to 
be much more devoted to their church 
duties than many members of the Church 


of God. 


Let me say right out of a heart full of 
love, we need more Church of God ma- 
terial—not just your name on the books. 
God, help us to realize that we must 
climb higher. The time is short and God 
is expecting us to live what we profess, 
to be hot or cold or we will be spued out 
of His mouth.
